The Eagle traces its ancestry 
directiy and without publishing 
interruptions to the Western 
Star, later the Berkshire Star, a 
weekly established in Stockbridge 
in 1789. Moving to Lenox in 1828 
in a consolidation. it became the 
Berkshire Star and County Re- 
publican. After its sale in 1829 
it became known as the Berk- 
shire Journal, consolidating in 
the same year with the Argus, 
which had removed from Pitts- 
field to Lenox, becoming thus the 
Journal and Argus; in 1838 the 
name was changed to the Massa- 
chusetts Eagle and in 1842 the 
paper was moved to Pittsfield. 
In 1852 it became The Berkshire 
County Eagle which continued 
until 1892 when the weekly be- 
came a daily assuming its present 
name.
